The 
President’s opinion is: “I regard the 
Davis resolution as mischievous, inop- 
portune and unfortunate.” 

Mr. Cleveland believes that the pol- 
icy adopted by the Senate committee 
strikes at the heart of the principle of 
arbitration. 

Senator Smith has prepared a reso- 
Iition declaring that the United States 
does not intend to establish a protec- 
torate in South America, nor to be- 
come responsible in any degree for the 
| conduct of other American nations. 
He discussed the substance of the reso- 
lution with the President today. Secre- 
tary Olney has privately expressed his 
disapproval of the action of the Senate 
committee. 


SMALLEY ON AMERICAN SENTI- 
ME 


LONDON, Jan. 22.—G. W. Smalley, 
correspondent of the London Times, 
cabled from Washington to his paper 
today as follows: 

“The full-force of the English ob- 
jection to the Venesuelan Commission 
has never, I think, been appreciated 
here. Americans are surprised when 
they are told that English recognition 
of the commission is impossible. They 
hardly understand why they should be

He yielded, 
however, to Senator Wolcott, saying 
that he would press it to a passage at 
every possible opportunity. 

Senator Wolcott was recognized for 
his speech on the Monroe doctrine. He 
spoke earnestly and was accorded 
close attention. His speech was as fol- 
lows: 

After referring to the message of 
President Cleveland on the Venezuelan 
question and the appointment of the 
commission to enlighten the country as 
to the true divisional line separating 
Venezuela and British Guiana, Sena- 
tor Wolcott said that under the cir- 
cumstances it would ordinarily seem 
to be the part of wisdom to refrain at 
present from further public comment 
upon so sensitive and delicate a mat- 
ter. 

The resolution which the Committee 
on Foreign Relations had reported, the 
effect of which might be most far- 
reaching as affecting our policy and 
relations toward other friendly na- 
tions, required, he said, some careful 
investigation. Continuing, he said: 

“The few remarks I shall make shall 
be chiefly to the effect that the so- 
called Monvoe doctrine has been misap- 
plied in the pending controversy; that 
£0 much of President Monroe's mes- 
sage as referred to the colonization of 
portions of America by European 
powers could have have no applicabil- 
ity to any boundary disptite now ex- 


powers of their systems to any por- 
tion ‘of this hemisphere as expressed 
in that message had special reference 
to the systems of government which 
were based on the divine right of 
kings and which were directed to the 
overthrow of republics wherever éxist- 
ing; the Monroe doctrine was in no 
wise intended as insisting on republican 
forms of government in this hemis- 
phere, or committing this government 
to maintain the doctrine outside its 
own borders or except as its own 
integrity might be affected; that 
this country is embarkinhg on a 
new and different policy from _ the 


that from 1821 until now Congress 
has uniformly declined to define the 
so-called Monroe doctrine or to adopt 
it as a rule of action. 

“There has been much tension for 
the past few weeks. The letter of 
the Secretary of State to Mr. Bayard 
was, from a diplomatic standpoint, 
almost incendiary. The President's 
message glowed with the possibilities of 
war. Members of both Houses of 
, Congress, not te be ocutdone,-fellowed 
the President's suggestion as to the ap- 
pointment of a commission with a 
feverish haste. Just what the commis- 
sion is to do or how it is to do it, no- 
body knows: but we have created it 
and it stands as yet more a menace 
than a guarantee of peace. The efforts 
of the government to fire the national 
heart have not been unavailing nor 
was the work difficult. 

“There is. discontent, too, with ex- 
isting conditions in many sections of 
the country and men feel that any 
change, even war with a foreign coun- 
try. could not make matters worse 
and might bring improvement. There 
are all over the West and South men 
working on their farms and find the 
grain they raise little more valuable 
for food than as fuel, who know that 
the railioads which charge them for 
the transportation of their products 
are largely owned in Great Britain and 
either prosperous, or if insolvent, are 
fostered and protected and managed 
by the Federal courts. They also view 
with distrust the close financial rela- 
tions existing betwen the bankers of 
the east and those of London and they 
would welcome any event, even war, 
that would result, as they believe war 
would, in destroying these relations 
and leaving us to rely upon our re- 
sources alone and embrace economic 
politics which would not be dependent 
on those of foreign countries. Thought- 


views may be, the’ person who denies 
their existence is not familiar with the 
conditions or opinions in many States 
of the Union. 

“There has never been a doctrine 
more misunderstood or misapplied than 
the so-called Monroe doctrine. It is 
and ever has been without recognition 
by other countries, and has always 
been refused the approval of Congress. 
Not only was the Monroe doctrine the 
direct outcome of English suggestion, 
but in all the wars for independence 
fought in swamps and jungles and in 
the fever-infested districts of these 
tropical provinces of South America, 
and in the long struggle for liberty 
which drenched the Spanish colonies 
in America with the blood of patriots, 
British volunteers fought ever in the 
front of battle. Without Great Brit- 
ain’s aid Venezuela might not be free, 

“President Monroe,” the Senator con- 
tinued, “protested not against despotic 
governments, but against its forcible 
extension by the dreadful Holy Alii- 
ance in the western. world, of’-which he 


stood in well-grounded fear. Congress — 


‘nad failed to give the Monroe doctrine 
official sanction, and when. a Con- 
gressional resolution respecting Pan- 
ama was under discussion, Congress 
expressiy refused to commit itself to 
the Monroe doctrine in any form.” 

In the course of further remarks, 
Senator Wolcott said in part: 

‘The Monroe doctrine was essen- 
tially a doctrine of self-defense, promul- 
gated for our own preservation, and for 


was sparsely settled, and its boundaries 
but vaguely’ defined. Today our bor- 
ders are defined, our government eter- 
naily planted on the solid rock. No 
danger threatens us from without. We 
are menaced by no foreign foe., 

“The passage of the resolutions re- 
ported by the committee at this time 
can do no good, and perhaps little 
harm, but their introduction only adds 
another faggot to the fire which ought 
not to be permitted to burn. From 
a point of view which I am present- 
ing, the diplomatic correspondence 
was, on our side, unnecessarily irri- 
tating. The message of the President 
was ill-advised, and the creation of a 
commission with no facilities for in- 
vestigation not shared by us all and 
without invitation by the parties in 
interest, was hasty and premature. 

“We have made it infinitely more 
difficuit for Great Britain to accept ar- 
“bitration by our demonstrative diplo- 
macy and volunteer commission, and 


Great Britain’s refusal to arbitrate, 
and she may lawfully refuse, will be 
considered as demanding from us a 
dignified and earnest protest. 

“In my opinion there will be no” war.

daunted to face a world in arms, un- 
yielding and unaffected.

“Mr. President, we will protect our 
country and our country’s interests 
with our lives, but we wage no wars 
of conquest. This republic stands fac- 
ing the dawn secure in its liberties, 
conscious of its high destiny. Wherever 
in all the world the hand of the op- 
pressed, or the down-trodden, is reached 
out to us we meet it in friendly grasp. 
Everywhere upon the earth it is our 
mission to ameliorate, to civilize, to 
Christianize, to loosen the bonds of 
captivity, and point the souls of men 
to nobler heights. 

“Whatever of advancement and of 
progress for the human race the cen- 
turies shall bring us must largely come, 
in my opinion, through the spread of 
the religion of Christ, and the domi- 
nance of the English-speaking people, 
and wherever you find both you find 
communities where freedom exists and 
law is obeyed: Blood is thicker than

The siiver dis- 
cussion, said the form was purely a 
moot discussion. No doulbt there was a 
silver majority in the Senate, but the 
country had settled down to the Mea 
that free-silver coinage would brin 
us to a single standard of silver, an 
was undesirable. State after State had 
taken this position. The use of both 
metals, the bimetallic system, was be- 
ing accepted as the best. 

Under the circumstances, continued 
Senator Sherman, the thrusting of this 
syvorn-out old question, which could not 
hope to succeed in the present emerg- 
ency of the treasury, was idle. It was 
absolutely certain that this silver bill, 
if passed, would-be rejected by the 
House. Why thus obstruct the relief 
imperatively needed by the govern- 
ment? The deficiency had caused the 
trouble, and the House had offered an 
emergency tariff bill, to overcome that 
deficiency. Such relief should not be 
delayed and obstructed by thrashing 
out an old worn-out subject. 

Senator Teller asked if Senator Sher- 
man thought the bond bill will afford 
relief, 

Senator Gherman answered that he 
did. The government suffered 
heavy losses from selling 4-per-cent; 
bonds, and this afforded an opportunity 
for 3-per-cent. bonds. 

Senator Teller asked how Jong it was 
intended to keep up the sale of bonds.

“In the meantime,” continued Sena- 
tor Sherman, “the Republican party 
stands her ready to do its duty to pay 
the public debt, to overcome the de- 
ficiency, to raise sufficient revenues.”

In conclusion Senator Sherman said: 
“As far as my voice can go, I want it 
understood that this delay arises out 
of a discussion of a worn-out issue, the 
free coinage of silver, while we should. 
be turning our attention to thetpracti- 
cal remedies before us.”’ 

Senator Teller responded with spirit.

PRINCE HENRY DEAD 


Queen Victoria’s Son-inlaw a 
Victim of Fever. 


| His Corpse Being Brought Home 
by: a Cruiser. 


Untoward Fate of the Scion of Ger- 
man Royalty—Volunteered for 
the Ashantee Expedition to 
Show His Pluck. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


LONDON, Jan. 22.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The news of the death of Prince 
Henry of Battenberg was received at 
Osborne, Isle of Wight, early today. 
The Queen and the Princess are pros- 
trated with grief. It appears that the” 
Prince had a relapse yesterday on 
board the British cruiser Blonde on the 
way to Madeira and died at 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning. The Blonde then 
returned to Sierra Leone on the west 
coast of Africa, from which place the 
news was cabled. 

Dispatches received from Sierra Le- 
one, later in the day, contained further 
details. 

The Prince arrived at Mansu, Ashan- 
tee, in company with Sir Francis Scott 
and staff and Prince Christian of 
Schleswig-Holstein from Akrofut, on 
the evening of December 28, after an 
arduous march of twenty-one miles. 
The road for a great part lay through 
forest and bush, and the heat was very 
oppressive, but Prince Henry accom- 
plished the journey in safety, although 
he complained of the heat. 

The next morning, in order to avoid 
the heat as much as possible, Prince 
Henry started in advance of the staff 


| with Prince Christian; but otherwise 


the two were treated exactly as the 
other officers, all of whom traveled in 
hammocks, each carried by four men, 
the bearers being changed at intervals. 
The Prince, it appears, was greatly 
upset at the speedy death of his friend, 
Maj. Ferguson, who was attatked with 
fever while out walking with the 
Prince... The latter continued on the 
march until within thirty miles of Coo- 
massie, where he became seriously ill 
of a sudden, and the officer in com- 
mand insisted that he should immedi- 
ately be conveyéd back to ~Pronsu. 
When the Prince reached there his con- 
dition was desperate, and the doctors 
almost despaired of being able to get 
him back to the coast. Prince Henry, 
however, rallied slightly before reach- 
Cape Coast Castle. : 
although sick unto 
death, the: Prince did everything possi- 
ble to prevail upon his medical at- 
tendants and the commanding officers 
to allow him to remain until the news 
reached Cape Coast of the entry by the 
British of Coomassie. But his condi- 
tion was so desperate that all his ap- 
peals were in vain and he was finally 
induced, very much against his will, to 
consent to embark on board the Blonde 
for the island of Madeira. This, it 
now appears, was on Friday last. The 
Prince was in a very weak condition 
when he went on board the cruiser, but 
the cool sea air had an invigorating 
effect on him and he rallied again. In 
fact, on Saturday he became quite 
cheerful and hopes were entertained 
of his recovery. On Sunday, however, 
there was a decided change for the 
worse. The Prince grew weaker and 
weaker until he expired Monday even-. 
ing at 8:40 o'clock. 

The Blonde thereupon put about for 
Sierra Leone and the news of the 
Prince’s death was cabled to England. 
The Princess Beatrice, his wife, was 
upon the point of starting for the island 
of Madeira in order to nurse her hus- 
band, when the news of the death 
reached Osborne House. 

Prince Henry went to Ashantee in a 
special capacity, and contracted fever 
there. He was the third son of Prince 
Alexander of Battenberg. He married 
the Princess Beatrice of Englana in 
1885. They have four children. He was 
born October 5, 1858, and was Governor 
of Isle of Wight and Carisbrook,. 

The First Lord of the Admiralty, 
after consulting with the Queen, _ has 
given instructions that the Blonde 
bring tHe Prince’s body to England. 
Sorrow is manifested throughout the 
Isle of Wight and flags everywhere.are 
at half-mast. — 

The death of Prince Henry of Bat- 
tenberg is the one great topic of com- 
ment in the press and in public today. 
The review of the flying squadron now 
at Spithead, which was to have taken 
place today off Osborne, has been post- 
poned. All the royal navy and mili- 
tary stations are flying flags at half- 
mast. Ambassadors and ministers and 
all the representative bodies of Lon- 
don and other cities sent messages of 
sympathy to Osborne House. 

The death of Prince Henry will make 
a decided difference in the court plans. 
The period of mourning for the late 
Prince will extend over the coming 
season and all aratving-rooms have been 
abandoned. 

While Prince Henry of Batteberg 
was unpopular on the whole with the 
people, principally beeause he was a 
poor German Prince and therefore 
considered unworthy of the hahd of a 
Princess of the royal house of Eng- 
land, he was well liked by all those 
who had the pleasure of knowing him 
personally. He was a splendid, ath- 
letic-looking man, a good sportsman 
and he sailed his own yacht skKillfully. 
To those around hém he was unpretend.- 


| ing and considerate, and he Was a 


great favorite with the Queen. 
Previous to his departure for Ashan- 
tee considerable ridicule appeared in 
the English newspapers over the a}- 
leged preparations being made for his 
departure for the “picnic,” as the ex- 
pedition to Coomassie was called. It 
was said he was going to travel in a 
specially-prepared saloon-carriage and 
to have an especially-prepared cabin 
on board a special steamer. A mass 
of other exaggerations of a Similar 
nature Was printed, much to the dis- 
gust of those interested in the Prince 
But subsequent events showed that all 
this ridicule was undeserved, as the 
Prince, like any other officer on board 
an ordinary troop-ship, was not treated 
with any consideration than:

At once 
the Prince of Wales and some of his 
royal brethren began to make life a 
trifle uncomfortable for the goods 
“made in Germany.’ The Queen was 
anxious that Prince Henry should be 
given a commission in the guards, the 
aristocratic power of the British army. 
This stiggestion was promptly de- 
mounced by the military authorities, 
with the Duke of Cambridge at their 
head, and through the Prince of Wales's 
influénce. 

Finally, for it was necessary that he 
should have some sort of uniform, Bat- 
tenberg had to content himself with the 
very inferior rank of captain in the 
Isle of Wight Volunteers. The Ger- 
man importation .met with a load of 
uncharitable ridicule, espectally in the 
Highlands of Scotland, where, the story 
went, he appeared with his kilt the 
wrong way on. | 

His' married life was happy ag 
and Princess Beatrice presented him 
four fine children. Always a favorite 
with the Queen, of late he won some 
sort of position, for he was appointed 
Governor of the Isle of Wight hnd Car- 
isbrook Castle, a sinecure with a small 
salary. Prince Henry was always at 
pains to ingratiate himself with the 
English people, and to that end culti- 
vated sports of various kinds with as- 
Siduity. Latterly he became an en- 
thusiastic yachtsman, and a good deal 
of his somewhat irksome life was spent 
in this pursuit. aie: 

Anxious, no doubt, to prove that he 
could be something besides the hus- 
band of Princess Beatrice, to the sur- 
prise of the public and rather to the 
consternation of the War Office,’ he vol- 
unteered for the Ashantee expedition a 
couple of months ago. With the tend- 
erest care and the most rigorous in- 
structions his fond mother-in-law al- 
lowed him to go, accompanieé by a 
personal physician, and all manner of 
body-guards. It is also said that, with 
what seems almost like  prescivnce, 
Prince Henry, before sailing, insured 
his life for an enormous sum of money. 

Distinctly tragic is his death, not on 
the fleld of battle, but the prey of fever 
on a lonely cruiser, far from those he 
loved, so far, indeed, that it was two 
days before the news of his death 
reached the Queen and the Princess, 
his wife.

A CHINESE EXECUTION. 


Five Men Beheaded for the Massacre 
of Kucheng Missionaries. 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 

 §8AN FRANCISCO, Jan. 22.—J. C. Os- 
wald of Chicago, who arrived on the 
steamer Coptic from the Orient, was 
an eye-witness of the execution of the 
five men charged with having been the 
ring-leaders in the massacre of mis- 
sionaries at Kucheng. The execution 
occurred at Foo-Chow in the presence 
‘of a vast number of Chinese, 
twenty-four Caucasians witnessing the 
death scene. 

“At 9 o'clock the prisoners were 
brought upon the ground in wooden 
cages,"’- said Oswald. “Each of them 
was conveyed to the tent where we 
were sitting, and to him was read the 
. Geath warrant, after his identity had 
been established. The mandarin that 
read the warrant stuck an arrow 
through it and pinned the paper to 
the back of the prisoner’s coat. After 
this the doomed men were led to the 
ground where they were to die. Five 


each indentation a man knelt. 
“When all was in readiness the court 
of mandarins, accompanied by the 
British naval contingent and the foreign 
consular officiais, emerged the 
' tent and took up a position in front of 
, the canvas. Then, amid an impressive 
-.% silence, the crimes of the condemned 
| men were recited to the crowd, and the 
penalty was proclaimed. Two Hunan 
soldiers, splendid examples of physical 
development, acted as. executioners. 
They stood behind the five men, each 
prisoner having his head on a block. 
At a given signal the executioners ad- 
vanced. Not the least sign of fear was 
visible on the faces of the wretched 
_ Chinese whose heads' were so soon to 
fall. The work of the executioners was 
rapidly performed. With one stroké of 
the ax the head was severed from the 
body, and in just twenty-three seconds 
the task was done. The blood pulsed 
from the neck of one man for twelve 
and one-half minutes after the fatal 
blow had been dealt, A 
“After the execution the crowd be- 
hind the soldiery pressed forward and 
threw millions of bits of biscuits into 
the square. This was following out a 
superstition of the country to the ef- 
fect that the departed spirits are 
likely to grow hungry on their long 
journey unless properly supplied with 
food at the start. The heads of the 
five ring-leaders were then placed in 
baskets which were cut so as to give 
a full view of their ghastly contents, 
and the baskets were hung up on the 
Foo-Chow bridge, where they remained 
on exhibition for two days. Then they 
were taken to Kuchehg, the scene of 
the massacre of the ten Christian girls, 
and were there hung on trees where 
they are probably still hanging. To 
remove one of the heads means imme- 
diate death to the offender. 

“The execution has had a great 
moral effect on the Chinese, and I 
think it will be a long time before there 
will be a murderous interference with 
the missionaries. The mission where 
the massacre occurred is still closed, 
but it is said that it will be reopened 
in the spring” 


ANOTHER UNCONSTITUTIONAL LAW. 


’ The Board of Election Commission- 
ers not a Legal Body.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 22.-—-The Su- 
preme Court decided today that the 
act creating the new board of election 
cammissioners was unconstitutional. 
The decision was rendered in the mat- 
ter of the application of James Den- 
man, one of the new commissioners, 
for a writ of mandate to compel Au- 
ditor Broderick to approve his salary 
warrant. Broderick refused to audit 
the warrant on the ground that the 
act creating the commission was un- 
constitutional.

The part of the act considered by the 
court was sec: 1075, which provides 
that “In cities and counties of this 
State having 150,000 or more inhabi- 
tants, the board of election commis- 
sioners shall consist of four persons, 
citizens and electors of such city, or

| be a freeholder and who shall be ap- 


pointed by the Mayor.” 

The court finds that the act is uncon- 
stitutional, because it is in conflict 
with the article which provides for the 
classification of counties. It was un- 
der this article that the Legislature, in 
1883, passed an act placing counties of 
100,000 and more inhabitants in the 
first-class and those of more than 30,- 
000 and less than 100,000 in the second 
class, and so on to the sixth class. 
Since then the Supreme Court has said 
that the Legislature had classified 
counti8s as required by the Constitu- 
tion and that no new class could be 
created. That decision: was rendered 


San José, and the principle in that

“There is an attempt,” says the 
court, “by the act itself to create a 
class for a special purpose. without 
reference to the existing classification 
by general law, which classification 
was held to be unauthorized in Darcy 
vs. the Mayor of San José, It is there- 
fore local and special, and for that 
reason unconstitutional and void.”

THE SILVERITES IN SESSION AT 
WASHINGTON, 


Hunter Comes Within One of the 
_ Senatorial Nomination in. Ken- 
tucky—Three Texas Delegates 
for McKinley. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE). 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—About a 
hundred silver men were present at to- 
day’s conference under the auspices of 
the American Bimetallic League. Gen. 
A J. Warner, in calling the conference 
to order, said that the time had come 
for action. There was no hope of win- 
ning the fight by detachments inside 
the organizations controlled by the 
gold-standard men. 

“Gold,”” he said, “was written on the 
walls of the inner temples of both old 
parties, and it could be obliterated 
only by tearing down the walls. This 
conference is called to deliberate upon 
the present situation of the country 
and to decide upon a policy to be pur- 
sued by the friends of bimetallism. It 
is expected that an agreement will be 
reached upon a time and place for a 
national convention to nominate can- 
didates for the Presidency and Vice- 
Presidency of the United States. The 
fight must begin now and continue un- 
til election day.”

Two Hundred Tourists Will not

- Clara Barton and Her Staff Leave 
for Constantinople, 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEW BRITAIN (Ct.,) Jan. 22,—Bar- 
gos, an Armenian resident of this city, 
is in receipt of letters from a friend in 
Armenia, which state that between 
5000 and 10,000 people have been massa- 
cred and that.upward of ;100,000 are 
starving. Snow is several feet deep. 
Some Armenians have taken to eating 
grain. 
| Of 300 villages fifty-four have been 
sacked and burned by Turks and 
‘Kurds. The remainder are occupied 
by butchering soldiers. Twelve Aimer- 
ican missions in the district have been 
burned. The lives of Americans have 
been sparad, but they are in great 
‘want and some art starving. 


WILL NOT TOUR TUKREY. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—Two hundred 
tourists who had booked to visit Tur- 
key and the East on a special excur- 
sion aboard the French liner La Tou- 
raine, scheduled to sail from New York 
February 4, were notified today that 
the trip is off. The acute condition of 
affairs in Turkey and the uncertainty 
of affording adequate protection to 
travelers in the domain of the Sultan 
caused the abandonment of the tour. 
The pleasure trip the steamship 
Friesland, which was scheduled to sail 
for the same territory January 9, was 
given up for the same reason. 

MISS BARTON AND THE PORTE. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—Miss Clara 
Barton and her staff, members of the 
National Red Cross Society, sailed to- 
day on the steamship New York. 
I'hose who acompanied her were Dr. 
J. B. Hubbell, fleld agent; Miss Lucy 
Greaves, stenographer and typewriter; 
Ernést Mason, “interpreter and lin- 
guist, and George H. Pullman, secre- 
tary to Miss Barton. In a brief discus- 
sion of her plans, Miss Barton said: 
“We expect to reach Constantinople 
within three weeks. This will allow for 
delay and transfer in London, Paris 
and Geneva. Ihave no definite plans 
as yet, but shall mature plans when I 
reach the field of operation. I was 
asked to do this work because they 
could not get anyone else.”’ 

When asked a few specific questions, 
Miss Barton said in reply: “I do not 
know the amount of the Armenian re- 
lief fund. We are going to feed the 
hungry and that is as far as we have 
laid our plans at present. I shail, upon 
arriving at Constantinople, endeavor 
to enlist the sympathy of the United 
States Minister at that place. I do not 
yet know whether I shall make an ef- 
fort to have an audience with the Sub- 
lime Porte himself, and I have only 
newspaper knowledge that the Sublime 
Porte has, through the minister at 
Washington, announced his opposition 
to the distribution of relief.” 

CHICAGO, Jan. 22.—Maurice Kos- 
manski, Western passenger agent of 
the Compagnie Generale Transatlan- 
tique, has received a cablegram from 
the president of the company 
at Paris instructing him to cancei 
all engagements for the Mediter- 
ranean trip of the steamer La Tou- 
raine, leaving New York February 4.

CLASHING AUTHORITIES. 


Federal and Muticipal Offictais 
Liable to Leck Horns, 


There is Hable to be a clash between 
city and county officials and the Fed- 
| eral authorities, and that very soon. 

Wholesale arrests have been made 
lately of druggists and bogus butter 
dealers charged with violating license 
ordinances. In nearly all these cases 
the local Deputy Collector of Internal 
Revenue is subpoenaed as a witness as 
‘to whether the *have Fed- 
eral licenses. In a number of cases 
he has responded to the subpoenas as 
@ matter of official courtesy, but the 
cases are becoming so numerous that 
the Federal official is compelled to 
neglect the duties of his office on ac- 
count of spending so much time in the 
local courts. The Federal statutes 
specifically prescribe that a Deputy Col- 
lector of Revenue can not be com- 
pelled to give testimony in a State 
criminal court respecting the records of 
his office. A deputy collector in Kansas 
recently refused to give such testimony 
and was jailed for contempt, but the 
Federal authorities promptly got him 
out on a writ of habeas corpus. . 

The local deputy collector has about 
decided to avail himself of this pro- 
vision of the law, and will hereafter 
obey no more subpoenas to testify in 
license cases. If jailed for contempt 
he will invoke Federal aid. It remains 
to be seen whether the city and county 
authorities will be bold enough to 
buck against the dictum of Uncle Sam.

FIESTA~THE NIGHT PARADE. 


Floats Symbdite of Egypt, India, 
Caba, Siam and a Score of Other 
Countries—Mysteries of Papier 


Mache, Gilding, Flickers aad 
\ Paint. 


“The Lands of the Sun’—that is 
the richly suggestive theme of the - 
night pageant of La Fiesta week. 
There was a long racking of brains 
and picking’ to pieces of suggestion be- 
fore that idea was chosen. Every one 
felt that the central idea must be orig- 
inal, picturesque, capable of artistic 
development, and above all, character- 
istics. “The Lands of the Sun”’—that 
answers all the requirements, and the 
bright Los Angeles woman who 
thought of the idea is worthy of un- 
stinted praise. 

The Fiesta Committee will supply 
twenty or more floats. Each one will 
symbolize some southern country, 
some region allied to Southern Califor- 
nia. So far thirteen different floats 
have been designed—those represent- 
ing India, Assyria, Arabia, Egypt, 
Persia, Judea, Cuba, Florida, Africa, 
Greece, Siam, Spain and Southern Cal- 


iformia. The flesta management will 


build at least seven more than this. 
Each float is artistic. And when the 
great night comes, and the procession 
moves along the streets in the glare 
of colored lights, with every human 
being connected with the floats dressed 
in appropriate costumes, the effect will 
be marvelous. 

A number of the neighboring towns 
have signified a willingness to build 
floats to appear in this night parade. 
Redlands, Riverside, San Bernardino, 
Orange county, Santa Barbara, Ari- 
zona, etc., will vie with each other in 
presenting the charms of their partic 
ular localities. It will be remembered 
that there are to be no advertising 
floats whatever, a fact which will ad@ 
immensely to the effect of the parade. 

The work of building the floats has 
been going on for eight weeks already, 
and there will be no cessation up to 
the very last minute before the parade 
starts. 

The visitor to the scene of operations 
pushes open a door, and steps into the 
building, and then he draws a long 
breath of wonder and delight. He is 
in a.wilderness of thrones, pillars, al... 
tars,. strange beasts, grotesque carv- 
ings, fountains, arabesques and shells, 
Timber, piles of flax, buckets of paste, 
huge rolls of manilla paper, etc., are 
scattered everywhere, and ten active 
men are hammering and sawing and 
pasting and rushing about like figures 
in a dream. 

The work is in thoroughly competent 
hands. Fawcett Robinson and 
brother, James R. Robinson, are ex- 
perts in this line. Fawcett Robinson 
was formerly a scene painter, doing 
work for Kiralfy and other famous 
managers. But fifteen years ago he 
began to branch out into his present 
business. For ten years he has de- 
voted all his time to it. He has been 
engaged, among other places, in Mo- 
bile, Kansas City,. various Australian 
cities, and in London, there construct- 
ing the floats for that famous relic of 
mediaeval times—the Lord Mayor’s 
show. The Robinson brothers came 
here directly from Kansas City, where 
they, built the floats for the “Priests 
of Pallas” celebration. 

The building of a float is a big un- 
dertaking. First, the Float Committee 
choses a country to be represented. 
Then every one connected with the af- 
fair racks his brain for ideas. Mr. 
Robinson at last draws a design of 
the float, and, after much discussion 
and revision, a plan is upon. 

Forthwith a huge drawing is made, 
the exact size of the projected float 
and every ornament is sketched out in 
charcoal. Then the work of construc- 
tion begins. A strong wagon is put 
together and covered over, and the 
timber framework of the design built 
upon it. Then there is manipulating 
of laths and boards and wire netting, 
and before long the float has taken a 
semblance of shape. Then it is cov- 
ered with five separate coats of heavy 
manilla paper, and at once the float 
shows forth for what it is. It is ready 
for the embellishments. 

These are all modeled in clay.. Then 
a plaster cast is taken. Into the mold 
damp manilla paper is pressed, ,layer 
after layer, with paste between. Then 
the mold is set before the fire and 
dried, and out comes the ornament, in 
light, firm papier maché. These orna- 


ments are nailed to the float, and the — 


nail heads carefully covered. 

Now begins the most delicate work of 
all. The coloring must be done. So 
scene-painter’s colors, gold and silver 
paper, flickers—a float-builder’s substi- 
tute for spangles—gilding, lama fringe, 
etc., are applied in liberal quantities. 

Is the float done now? No, there are 
the people to be provided for yet. Mr. 
Robinson ransacks the libraries, and 
pores over the Kretschmer Book of 
Costumes, the authority in such mat- 
ters, designs all the apparel, drills the 
performers, and at last the float is 
complete. 

Every soul connected with the floats, 
from the Fiesta Committee down, is 
working with immense enthu 
and with a vigor\and capability that 
implies success.

FACTS AND FIGURES. 


City Engineet's Annual Report to 
the Council—Comparisons Made. 


After a delay of unusual length, City 
Engineer Compton has finished his re- 
port to the Council, from his depart- 
ment. The Times several weeks agof 
published a mass of figures, compiled 
from the report in its unfinished state, 
showing the number of miles of sewers 
Jaid and the extent of street improve- 
ments generally. In the report as filed, 
additional statistics dealing with the 
same subject are found, with explana- 
tory comment by the engineer. The 
engineer says: 

“In presenting this report to your 
attention especially to the tables of 
comparative statement contained there- 
in. You will notice that the expense 
for assistants for 1895 is $26,171.75, while 
for 1894 it was $25,072.50, an increase of 
only $1099.25, while the total amount of 
improvements as shown is 139.36 miles 
for 1895, as against 80.77 miles for 1894. 

“The financial statement shows that 
$1973 was expended for surveys to re- 
get street centers that had been de- 
stroyed by street paving and sewer 
construction and to establish a uniform 
bench-mark system. In addition to the 
street centers and bench-mark work we 
have, at an expense of about $260, pre- 
pared plans and estimates for the 
Broadway Tunnel, also new bridge 
“plans, with detailed report upon the 
condition of old bridges. We have also 
expended about $965 in maintaining the 
cement-testing department, which had 
not been maintained during the pre- 
vious year. 

“While the expense for drafting ma- 
terial has been considerably in excess 


erly would have gone far towards rec | 
tifying the cause of this error. The 
sewer maps showing the location of 

“Ys” for house connections, are about 
two years behind. 
of the city, which are used for gen- 
eral reference, are several years. be- 
hind, that is, they do not show all 
the subdivisions and streets that, at 
present, exist. 

“The district sewer maps are in a 
like condition, which entails an im- 
mense amount of labor in the writing 
of ordinances for improvements and 
has been the cause of several expensive 
errors, We have made eight new gen- 
eral district maps of territory not be- 
fore mapped, and four new sewer dis- 
‘trict maps. 

“This office should have a copy of all 
deeds in which the city either 
grantor or grantee, as we are  (fre- 
quently told by outside parties of a 
street having been opened, and upon 
investigation, find that the city is the 
owner of property of which this office 
has no information, 

“There should also be a map com- 
piled showing all of the rights-of-way 
for zanja or other purposes which the 
city owns, as it is frequently necessary 
for the City Attorney to know of the 
existence of such where suit has been 
brought against the city to quiet title, 
and failure to reserve such rights 
might result in serious loss to the city. 
The maps, profiles, papers, etc., are still 
indexed in a sort of loose-jointed, ramb- 
ling way, that causes serious and ex- 
pensive delays when trying to arrive 
at information that pertains directly 
to the daily work of this office. A new 
system of indexing is very essential. 
In addition to the lack of office help, 
there is another reason for this state 
of affairs, which is the insufficiency of 
room to file maps, etc. We need, for 
the preservation of records, new books; 
Maps, cases, ete., to cost $87.50. 

“I would again call your attention 
to the condition of the floor of the 
drafting-room, It should be supported: 
by placing one or more pillars in the 
Assessor's office underneath: 

CEMENT TESTING. 

“This department has probably done 
more for the city in exchange for the 
amount of money expended than any 
other. It has protected public 
works from the use of inferior quali- 
ties of cement that otherwise would 
have been unavoidably’ used. 

“The holds of vessels in which the 
foreign cements are shipped are some- 
times flooded during storms. To save 
this from becoming a total loss, the 
cement that has ‘ become set is re- 
burned, reground and -‘deecteored’...with| 
lime; which makes it marketable unless 
it be tested to detect the fraud.: A 
cement that has once taken its initial 
set, and is then broken and remixed, 
loses from 40 per cent. to 60 per cent. 
of its strength. I am having a series 
of tests made developing the action 
and durable results of different brands 
of cement under different conditions, 
the knowledge of which will be of great 
practical benefit. In this report are 
diagrams showing graphically the rela- 
tive strengths of the different brands 
of cement used in this city. In my 
next annual report, I shall be able to 
give a very complete and valuable re- 
port from this department. 

-**All cements are tested in the ware- 
houses. and receive the mark of the 
cement tester, if up to the required 
standard, and all cement taken from 
the warehouses and used in our public 
works must be so. marked. I have 
adopted a system of daily reports that 
shows the condition of all public work 
in reference to this department that 


of that for 1894, the ratio of increase 
for the improvements has been far 
greater, the former being that of 80.77 
miles to 139.36 miles, while the latter 
$883.85 to $1139.62; or, in other words,’ 


more of public work was planned for, 
at an additional expense of about $250, 
or about 30 per cent. for material. 

“The total expense for running the 
department for 1895 was about $3300 
in excess for that of 1894, or an increase 
of about 11 per cent., while, as has al- 
ready been stated, the work had _ in- 
creased 80 per cent. 

“By deducting the $3200 that was ex- 
pended on the street centers, bench- 
marks, bridge and tunnel plans, bridge 
inspection and maintaining the cement- 
testing department, which are expenses 
which were not incurred the year pre- 
vious, will leave the actual expense for 
assistants, on new work, only about

OUTFALL SEWER. 

“For the first time sewage Was sold | 
from the outfall last season. The new 
valves on section 3 and 6 “Were ‘in 
place, so that the sale of sewage com- 
menced about the first of June, other- 
wise the receipt would have been. 
greater, as the irrigating season com- 
mences much earlier. By the con- 
struction of these valves the sewer is 
placed in a condition to methodically 
and reliably deliver the sewage upon 
the ground to be irrigated. The cost 
ef-maintenance will, for future sea- 
sons, be but little in excess of that of 
the past season, while the receipts will 
be quadrupled when the sewer reaches 
its present capacity, which is one- 


$100 more than in 1894, though there 
Was an increase in the amount of im- 
provements of about 80 per cent, 

“In resetting the above-mentioned 
street centers we have abandoned the 
old method of setting them at the in- 
tersection of the center lines of the 
streets, where street repairs and im- 
provements are constantly interfering 

with them, and have placed them in 
the sidewalks at the intersection of 
lines five feet from the property line. 
Street centers are composed of con- 
crete monuments 6x6 inches for the top, 
12x12 inches for the base and 14 inches * 
deep, made of one part of Portland ce- 
ment to three parts of gravel, with 
copper bolt for centers. This system 
should be extended so as to embrace all 
the improved streets of the city, but 
the work has been discontinued because 
the street work under way requires all 
our attention. 

“The bench marks are now uniform- 
ly established by setting copper bolts 
with rounded heads in the cement curb 
returns, and running an accurate set 
of levels establishing their exact rel- 
ative elevation above city datum. 

“In this connection I would again 
recommend to your honorable body 
that the city datum be changed to sea- 
level, as all our surveys are made-with 
elevations referring to sea level to ob- 
viate the necessity of using minus 
terms. The city datum is 255 feet above 
sea level and all of the city south and 
west of Main and Fifth streets is be- 
low the datum, necessitating reducing 
our notes for ordinances in this terri- 
tory, so as to réad below the datum or 
to resort to a distorted phraseology to 
make them read so many feet above 
@ point which is so many feet below 
the city datum. The matter is not of 
a@ serious nature as your honorable 
body may suppose, affecting the city in 
no way, but is a matter entirely of 
convenience to this depdrtment. The 
existing condition is ridiculous. 

DRAFTING DEPARTMENT. 

‘This department is in a very unsatis- 
factory and even serious. condition, 
owing to an insufficient force hav- 
ing been employed for years past. The 
labor of compiling an annua! report is 
at least three or four times what it 
_should be if the records were properly 
Systematized and kept posted to date. 
This condition accounts for the delay 
in presenting this report. In the past 
six or seven years, Los Angeles has 
commenced and completed about all of 
her public improvements in the way 
of street grading, paving and sewer 
construction, that now exist: and yet 
the force in the department:has not 

“The pay-roll of this department 
to over $3000 monthly; yet with less 
force we are attempting to handle all 
the immense amount of new work.

STATISTiCS. 

“In making up this report we have 
shown considerable work that was 
completed before the beginning of the 
fiscal year of 1895, and shouid properly 
have been included in the report of 
1894. We have giventhis—as—oimitted_| 
work, as shown in detail on pages 1 
and 2. We have also in this report 
adopted the plan of separating the 
completed from the uncompleted work 
instead of reporting all work the 
same as if completed, as has been the 
custom heretofore. This plan clearly 
shows the work actually finished dur- 
ing the year, showing, in a table by 
itself, that which is uncompleted. 
There were 24.84 miles of sewers laid 
under the Vrooman act; 2.52 miles of 
sewers laid under private .contract. 


is 97.02 miles. There were 5.12 miles 
of street graded and graveled under 
the Vrooman act; 5.32 miles of streets 
graded and graveled under private 
contract, during the year, making a 
total of 137.62 miles. 

“There was no paving fully com- 
pleted during the year excepting Clay 
street, which has been classified under 
uncompleted work, as the certificate of 
acceptance has never been issued, ow- 
ing to defective construction, but there 
is .94 of a mile of such work under 
way. The length of paved streets thus 
remains the same as for the previous 
year—11.82 miles. There were 4.30 
miles of sidewalk and 9.50 miles of 
curb laid under the Vrooman act; 3.15 
miles of sidewalk and 7.15 miles of. 
curb laid under private contract. In 
addition to the foregoing there were 
16.32 miles of sidewalk and 4.70 miles 
of curb laid under permits from the 
Street Superintendent, of which no de- 
tailed statement can be made. The 
total length of sidewalk and curb laid 
during 1895 was as follows: Sidewalks, 
23.77 miles; curbs, 21.35 miles.

at at the cost of ‘the said county of more 
than a thousand dollars for the sole 
purpose of carrying on said primary 
election; that the expenses of conduct- 
ing a primary election in said county 
“under the provisions of said act will 
, not be less than $12,000,-all of which, 
by the terms of the said act, is made a 
charge against said county; that the 
plaintiff? is a citizen and taxpayer in 
said county, and he asks the interposi- 
tion of the court in the premises to 
prevent the alleged illegal appropria- 
“tion of public funds. The District At- 
torney, representing the Board of Su- 
pervisors, interposed a general de- 
murrer to the complaint. From the 
fact that the Supervisors, under the 
Jaw in question, are required to act 
without any further delay,. it seems 
necessary to have the matter at once 
decided, as requested by counsel when 
the case was submitted. 
The first section of the act in ques- 
tion declares that primary elections for 
delegates to constitute the various rep- 
resentative political conventions for the 
nomination of candidates for public of- 
fice shall hereafter be held in this State 
under and’ pursuant to this act, and 
then it goes on to say that conventions 
to nominate candidates to be voted for 
by the electors of the entire State are 
known as State conventions, and those 
to nominate members of Congress, 
Board of Equalization and Railroad 
Commissioners, are district conven- 
tions. All others are local conventions; 
and then it provides that a general 
primary election for the election of 
delegates to the State and various lo- 
cal and district conventions in the year 
1896 and every two years thereafter, 
shall be held on the second Tuesday in 
the month of July in that year, and the 
day for holding such primary elections 
shall be a legal holiday, and the Gov- 
ernor of this State shall issue a proc- 
lamation to that effect. And in years 
when electors of President and Vice- 
President are voted for, a primary elec- 
tion to elect delegates to a State con- 
vention for delegates to the national 
convention is provided for, to be held 
@on the tast Tuesday of March. (Sec. 
25.) That, during the month of Janu- 
ary of each year in which the general 
election is to be held, it shall be the 
duty of the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, and where such board does not 
exist, of the Board of Supervisors, as 
in this county, #0 select from the last 
assessment rolls names of not less 
than thirty electors residing.in each 
precinct in the county, from the differ- 
ent political parties.as nearly equal as 
.., practicable, and. these names are to 

' Avritten on pieces of paper and folde 
and put in an’envelope and placed in a 
box provided by the Election Commis- 
sioners or Supervisors, as the case may 
be, and that twenty days before the 
day of holding ‘the primary election, 
the board shall draw from the box one 
person for each precinct to act as in- 
spector, and the clerk shall draw from 
the box persons to act as judges -and 
clerk of the board, and these persons 
so chosen are to appear at the polling- 
places, and before the time for the 
opening of the polls “take the oath of 
office, as prescribed in the general elec- 
tion law.” 
The act then provides the manner of 
holding the primary elections by this 
board of election officers in the man- 
ner similar to conducting general elec- 
tions, including canvassing the votes 
cast; and “when the counting of the 
ballots is completed, the election offi- 
cers in each such precinct shall offi- 
cially declare the result.” And they 
are to furnish the candidates found 
elected with certificates of election, 
that is, the delegates elected to State 
conventions, county conventions and 
district conventions. “The primary 
elections for all political parties or or- 
ganizations: within the State shall be 
held at the same time under the pro- 
visions of this act. Each political 
party or organization may determine 
for itself how many district conven- 
- tions it will hold for nominating its va- 
rious candidates, provided all candi- 
dates which are to be. elected 
within a_- given territory must 
be nominated in the same _ con- 
vention, Delegates to a State con- 
vention may, at the option of a party, 
divide themselves into district conven- 
tions to nominate members of Con- 
gress, Board of Equalization and Rail- 
road Commissioners, respectively, or 
any party may, at its option, elect sep- 
arate delegates to compose any or all 
of such district conventions.’’( Sec. 13.) 
The returns from the precincts aretobe 
canvassed by the’ County Clerk when 
he receives them, who thereupon is- 
sues certificates to the delegates of the 
different conventions. (Sec. 16.) It 
provides for the form of the ballot and 
the conduct of the election. The Su- 
pervisors are required to appropriate 
from the general funds of the county 
a sufficient sum to pay all necessary 
expenses of holding such primary elec- 
tion within such county. (Sec. 18.) 
‘Any act denounced as an offense by 
the general laws concerning elections 
in this State is made an offense in all 
primary elections and punishable with 
like penalties. (Sec. 20.) “No candi- 
date can have his name printed upon 
any ballot to be voted for as a candi- 
date for public office at any general 
election in this State unless he shall 
have been nominated by a convention 
composed of delegates chosen as pro- 
vided in this act.’”’ (Sec. 20.) 
The language of the act, as well as 
its whole scope. and purpose, shows 
that it is general in its nature. It re- 
lates to conventions held for State offi- 
cers, also district conventions com- 
posed of more than one county, and 
provides that candidates cannot be 
voted for for public offices at general 
elections in the State unless they have 
been nominated as specified in the act; 
still by sec. 26, near the close 
‘of the act, it is declared that it 
shall take effect and be in force only 
jn counties of the first and second 
classes. The last act classifying coun- 
ties, passed January 25, 1895, is based 
upon the Federal census of 1890, and 
provides that all counties containing a 
population of 200,000 inhabitants and 
over shall belong to and be known as 
counties of the first class, and counties 
containing a population of 100,000 and 
under 200,000 shall belong to and be 
known as counties of the second class. 
(Stat., 1895, pp. 1 and 2.) The court, 
therefore, takes notice of the fact that 
the only county of the first class is the 
city and county of San Francisco, and 
the only county of the second class is 
the county of Los Angeles. In Welsh 
vs. Bramlet (98 Cal., 219-226,) the Su- 
preme Court says: “The Legjslature 
has not the general authority to enact 
laws for the counties by classes, nor is 
it authorized to make a_ classifica- 
tion of counties for any  pur- 
pose of legislation, except for the 
purpose of enabling it to regulate the 
compensation of county officers, for 
whose election or benefit it shall pro- 
vide.” “Whenever it attempts to en- 
act a Jaw for one or more counties of 
the State on subjects that it is directed 
to provide for by general laws or 
which are to form part of a uniform 
System for the whole State, whether 
such counties are designated directly

vision 33, “In all other cases where 
a general law can be made applicable.” 
In addition to these it is provided in 
sec. 11, article one, that “All laws of a 
general nature shall have @ on 


In the brief filed by ex-District At- 
torney Dillon he admits that the act 
is general in its nature, but claims that 
the provisions are well calculated to 
prevent fraud at primary elections, and 
he claims that whether the law can .be 
made applicable to other. counties than 
the first and second classes depends 


Legislature is the exclusive judge and 
that the Legislature exercised its judg- 
mént in this case. As shown, our Su- 
preme Court differs with counsel in this 
respect, and the convention in adopting 
the provision of the Constitution re- 
ferred to considered this question 
whether it was one for courts to de- 
termine, or the Legislature..At the time 
this section in reference to special leg- 
islation was under consideration, Dele- 
gate McFarland, now one of the Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court, moved to 
strike out the 33d subdivision, and said 
in support of his motion: “‘Whenever a 
law is passed by the Legislature some- 
body will take it to the Supreme Court 
to see whether it is special or general. 
It is entirely unnecessary and mis- 
chievous; we don’t want to provide for 
any more constitutional law questions 
than is absolutely necessary; the courts 
will have enough to do anyway.” ‘“Del- 
egate Van Dyke: I agree with the gen- 
tleman that this is.a vicious amend- 
ment, and I can see no good purpose 
that it can subserve; it will always, 
raise the question in courts whether a 
law could not have been made gen- 
eral.” “Mr. Larkin: It is rather re- 
markable that these. two distinguished 
lawyers should raise an objection to 
this section that it would tend to en- 
courage their: business: That section is 
the most important section of this 
whole provision; it is a true principle 
of government and whenever a general 
law can be made applicable a special 
law should not be passed.” And the 
convention concurred in the view of 
Mr. ‘Larkin and refused to strike out 
the 33d subdivision. 3d Debates Con. 
Convention p. 1271. Subsequently 
the same motion was renewed, and, af- 
ter debate in the same line, as shown, 
the convention again refused to strike 
out the - sub-division: This shows 
clearly that it was the sense of the 
convention not-only that it should re- 
main in the constitution, but that ,it 
should mean what it says, and that 
the courts, in the cases. presented to 
them, should .determine* the question 
whether a general law could be -made 
applicable in all the counties as well 
as in one or more. 

The purpose of the act in question 
as claimed is to prevent frauds at pri- 
mary elections, and clearly such bene- 
ficial legislation in a general law 
should have’ uniform operation 
throughout the State. No good rea- 
son can be assigned why such a law 
should not apply to other counties 
than San Francisco and Los Angeles. 
In Bloss vs. Lewis, 41, P. R., 1081, it 
was held that a provision ina county 


official services in counties of , the 
thirty-third class different from “that 
of other counties, violated the provi- 
sions of the Constitution requiring 
laws of a general nature to operate 
uniformly and forbidding local or spe- 
cial laws. in all cases where a general 
law could be made operative. So also 
in Turner vs. Siskiyou county, 42 P. 
R., 434, it was held that the provision 
in the County Government Act allow- 
ing a witness in a criminal case be- 
fore the Superior Court in counties of 
the twenty-eighth class alone the same 
per diem’'and mileage as jurors was 
void for a like reason. See also Miller 
vs. Kister, 68 Cal., 142; State vs. Her- 
man, 75 Mo., 340; Divine vs. Commis- 


In a case recently before this court 
in reference to the so-called Whitney 
act, it was held that a provision pro- 
viding a mode of criminal procedure 
in cases in the police court in a certain 
class of cities, to-wit.: Oakland and 
Los Angeles, was void, that a law reg- 
ulating criminal procedure was gen-, 
eral in its nature and should have a 
uniform operation. The same case was 
soon after before the Supreme Court 
in banks and in its opinion this view 
of that act was approved, in Re Fife 
on habeas corpus. 

In reference to some cases cited from 
other States where a different view is 
held, it is doubtless owing to the fact 
that the provisions of their constitu- 
tion differ from those of ours under 
consideration. At any rate the ques- 
tion has been so often passed upon 
by our Supreme Court as to remove 
any doubt on the subject that the so- 
called primary election law under 
is unconstitutional and 
void. 

The remaining question is whether 
injunction is the proper remedy. In 
Schumaker vs. Toberman, 56 Cal., 508, 
it was held that every taxpayer ‘in a 
municipality may properly commenre 
a proceeding to enjoin a city council 
from doing an act which may result in 
an addition to the burdens of taxation. 
This same rule is held to apply in the 
ease of a taxpayer in a county. Mc- 
Cord vs. Pike, 12th, N. E., 259; Colton 
vs. Honchett, 13 IIL, 616; Perry Vs. 
Kinneau, 42 IIl., 

The demurrer to the complaint will 
be overruled and the injunction will 
issue as prayed for on giving the usual 
undertaking. 


KENNETT IN COURT. 


A Witness Against the maplnyes

F. B. Kennett was again in court 
yesterday, but this time as a witness 
for the plaintiff in a suit for which the 
man who fell by his hand was made 
defendant to a charge of gross fraud. 

The case was that brought by Mrs. 
Isabella Meyers against the Bankers’ 
Life Association of Minnesota, and A. 
B. Lawson, to recover $6000 on a life 
insurance policy, issued to her dead 
husband, John H. Meyers. On March 
14, 1893, Mr. Meyers became a member 
of the Life Association, and procured 
beneficiary certificates insuring his 
life for the sum of $6000.. There were

On August 11, 1894, Mr. Meyers died, 
and his widow furnished the required 
proofs of his death. There was delay

the policy was obtained by fraud, and 
that, if she did not immediately give 
uy the certificates and abandon her 
claim, both civil and criminal pro- 
ceedings would be commenced against 
hem The poor woman had a child 
very sick at the time, and she was 
so frightened by Lawson's threats of 
dragging her to jail under an infor- 
mation for felony, that she gave up 
the certificate, and even put a transfer 
in writing on the back. Lawson gave 
ther $33 in return for the certificate, 
saying that she might take that or 
nothing. 

Kennett was employed as Lawson’s 
agent during these transactions, and 
told the whole story of them yesterday 
on the witness-stand. completely cor- 
roborating Mrs. Meyers’ story of the 
means used to make her give up the 
policies. 

She now sues ‘the association for the 
$6000, and for a decree of the court, set- 
ting aside the assignment of the cer- 
tificates to Lawson, vesting the title 
in herself, and giving her judgment for 
posesssion.

Mrs, Houbert Determined to Forsake

THE ENGLISH NAVAL DEMONSTRA- 
TION. 


_ England's claim to supremacy as a 
naval power cannot be successfully 
disputed. Her fleet is a magnificent 
one, and no single power could cope 
with England if the warfare were 
wholly confined to the sea. The mobil- 
ization of the flying squadron shows 
to what perfection the English naval 
organization has been brought. The 
flying squadron was selected from the 
naval reserve, manned and equipped 
for instant scrvice within five days of 
the time the orders’ were issued. All 
this was done, moreover, in midwin- 
ter—the most unpropitious season of 
the year. In addition ta the mobiliza- 
tion of the fiying squadron in so 
amazingly brief a space of time, the 
British admiralty commissioned large 
reinforcements of the regular channel 
squadron, and sent relief crews and 
ships to other stations. | 
These remarkable feats are in strik- 
ing contrast to the results accom- 
plished ten years ago, when there was 
__ some prospect of a war between Eng- 
land and Russia. Then it required 
about two months to accomplish what 
has now been accomplished in less than 
a week. 

It is obvious, from these facts, that 
England has made great progress in 
the organization and development of 
her navy, even during the past ten 
years, and that no one nation in the 
world is so powerful on the seas as she. 
But if war should be declared between 
the United States and Great Britain, 
the fighting would not be altogether on 
the seas. We could quickly mobilize a 
vast army to invade Canada, and could 
virtually subjugate the Dominion in- 
side of sixty days. We could hold that 
territory against all attempts to take 
it from us; in fact, we should hold the 
whole of British North America, which 
- would in all probability become United 
States territory as a part of the terms 
of peace, 

On ‘the water we should not, even 
with our present inadequate navy; be 
entirely at the mercy of Great Britain. 
For the interests. of that nation are so 
diverse, and her possessions are so 
widely separated, that it would be vir- 
tually an impossibility to concentrate 
her magnificent navy at any one point. 
She might lay some of our defenseless 
seaboard cities in ruins, but she could 
not push the invasion inland, nor 
could she blockade all our ports. Our 
privateersmen would inflict as much 
injury upon British commerce as Great 
Britain could inflict upon our seacoast 
cities, 


probabilities ef war_are, happtly,. 


remote. Every good citizen, of course, 
hopes they will remain so. But if the 
worst should come, we should not be 
wholly without means of defense and 
offense, though England, being better 
prepared for war at short notice, would 
probably gain some advantage at the 
outset. The struggle would be a ter- 
rible one, and its. ultimate’ results 
would depend upon the resources of the 
combatants rather than upon their 
military effective at the time of enter- 
ing upon the conflict. Our resources 
are superior to those of Great Britain, 
and we should soon bring them to bear 
‘effectively, upon the struggle, after we 


had entered upon it in earnest. We 
should win, though it might be at fear- 
ful cost. 

Whether the great English naval 
demonstration is designed as an object- 
lesson to the world, to illustrate and 
emphasize British naval prowess, or 
whetber the navy has been mobilized 
with the expectation of employing it 
in the dread practice of war, are still 
matters of speculation. But the display 
of power and of effective organization 
furnishes an  object-lesson which 
should not be lost upon the govern- 
ment and the people of the United 
States. The lesson is plain and simple. 
We need a stronger naval establish- 
ment. The need is imperative. We 
need vastly improved coast defenses— 
not less than $100,000,000 will suffice 
to make them adequate. This need is 
also imperative. We need a larger 
army than we now maintain. An army 
of 100,000 men, backed by a well organ- 
ized militia, would be none too large a 
force for the proper defense of our vast 
territory. 

We have been too niggardly in ex- 
penditures for these purposes in the 
past. Our parsimony may yet cost us 
dearly. A hostile fleet could quickly 
place New York and Boston under 
tribute, and would ‘exact from those 
two cities as much money—as the price 
of immunity from a siege—as would be 
required to fertify our seacoast and 
strengthen our navy in an adequate 
manner. To neglect these wise precau- 
tions until it is too late, is to be penny- 
wise and pound-foolish. 


The Chicago Tribune says that in 
1873 the Council of that city appropri- 
ated for all municipal purpé@es the 


a little less than one-tenth, was for 
school purposes. The total appropria- 
tions for 1895 were about eightéen mil- 
lion, and that for the schools was $7,- 
590,000, or more than a third. The to- 
tal expenditures of the city are more 
than three times what they were in 1873, 
but the school board expenditures are 
fifteen times 'what they were. These 
figures are not, however, conclusive, 
It doesn’t appear whether the schools 
of Chicago are larger, better, and more 
numerous, or merely fifteef times more 
expensive than those of 1873, 


The Louisville Commercial observes 
that “the revolutionary tactics of the 
silver Senators will have the good effect 
to help very effectually to cure the 
free-coinage craze. The American peo- 
ple will not tolerate the unreasonable 
acts of any minority. Majorities must 
rule in this country.” The free-coinage 
craze is pretty effectually cured, so far 
as the people at large are concernéd;: 
but, unfortunately, it still survives to 
a considerable extent among the silu- 
rians of the Senate. 


One hundred persons attended that 
great “national’’ conference of ‘silver 
men, which began at Washington yes- 
terday. The stated object of the gath- 
ering is “to deliberate upon the pres- 
ent situation of the country, and to 


by the friends of bimetallism.” Of 
course there isn’t the slightest doubt 
that the country will be saved oncé 
more when these unterrified 100 get 
down to business. 


Senator Wolcott of Colorado made a 
strong pro-English speech, He  se- 
verely criticised the President and Sec- 
retary Olney for the stand taken in the 
Venezuelan matter. “The diplomatic 
correspondence was, on our side,” said 
he, “unnecessarily irritating; the mes- 
sage of the President was ill-advised, 
and the creation of a commission was 
hasty and premature.” It had not been 
supposed, prior to this speech, that 
Senator Wolcott was made of such 
stuff.

MUST, PAY THE PRICE. 


THE OIL EXCHANGE WILL MAIN- 
‘TAIN ITS FIXED RATE. 


Using Distillate Oil in Gasoline 
Engines—A New Paraffine—Base 
O11l—Field at Half Moon Bay—The 

_Bradford Pure-0il Company. 


The Oil Exchange has sworn that it 
will sell no ofl for less than 58 cents a 
barrel. A customer came to the ex- 
change rooms yesterday and tried to 
buy some oil. He offered to pay 55 
cents, but that price was refused. The 
man left, mourning that he had come a 
day too late. No sales have yet been 
made at the advanced rate, but a num- 
ber of refusals to sell at a less price 
aré reported from the oil producers. 
They realize that their only hope is in 
hanging together. 

The Oil-burning and Supply Com- 
pany, whose refinery is situated on 
Date and College streets, are going to 
put in @ new retort which will largely 
increase their output. They report 
that there is a constantly-increasing 
demand for the distillate. It is being 
used in cook stoves with gratifying re- 
Sults. It is very successfully used in 
gasoline engines. The oil produces the 
Same results and is far cheaper, since 
it costs but 7 cents a gallon, while gas- 
Oline costs 20 cents. 

NEW FIELD. | 

A dispatch from San Francisco tells 
of a new oil field that may be 
opened before long. If the expecta- 
tions of the projectors be realized, 
a fortune of many millions of dol- 
lars awaits the development of the 
petroleum deposit at Half Moon Bay. 
The oil is there and it is of high 
grade. The only thing wanting to 
make success certain is its presence 
in sufficient quantities to make t 
wells commercially profitable. ee 

For nearly thirty years it has been 
known that petroleum underlay the 
country about Spanishtown. Of late 
years one or two wells have been sunk 
in the foothills, but the quantity of oil 
obtained was small, though the qual- 
ity was desirable. Recently, however, 
E. J. Beane, who opened the gas-well 
at Stockton and who has had much ex- 
perience in the petroleum fields of 
Southern California, looked over the 
ground and became convinced that the 
geological formation was such as to 
promise excellent results. He _ inter- 
ested a number of moneyed men in 
his scheme, the California Natural Gas, 
Oil and Land Company was _ incor- 
porated and work was begun. First a 
tract of 2800 acres was secured and 
then the boring of a well was begun. 
It was located close to the ocean and 
not in the foothills as heretofore. 

The well is now down 650 feet and 
it is expected that the oil channel will 
be tapped at a depth of 800 feet. Those 
interested in the venture are buoyed 
up by the fact that the outflow of gas 
has become so strong that it would 
be dangerous to continue work during 
the night when lights would have to 
be used. 

The oil thus far only flows in small 
quantities and is evidently seepage 
from the rocks. It is stated, however, 
to be of high grade; from 45 to 50, and 
with a paraffine base equal to the best 
Pennsylvania and greatly superior to 
the Los Angeles article. It has. been 
shown to the officers of the San Fran- 
cisco Gaslight Company and to W. F. 
Whittfer, who have expressed their 
willingness to take it in large quanti- 
ties should the flow be what is ex- 


1 peeted. 


The matter has been kept quiet for 
the reason that the owners, while en- 
thusiastic among themselves, did not 
desire that publicity should be given 
to their scheme until success had at- 
tended their efforts. 

AN EASTERN COMBINE. 

The oil nfen of Bradford, Pa., have 
organized the Pure Oil Company. The 
special object of this company is to es- 
tablish and maintain the superiority of 
what is commonly known as_ white 
sand or Pennsylvania oil, to have man- 
ufactured under its direction a pure ar- 
ticle, and see that it is furnished to the 
consumer without adulteration; and for 
this purpose to establish agencies in 
the markets of the world, and through 
such agencies to deliver directly to the 
merchant or retailer.

TO RETIRE FROM BUSINESS. 
The Germain Fruit Dentaony: will 
Close Up Its Affairs. 


A rumor was current on the streets 
today that the Germain Fruit Company 
of Los Angeles was going out of busi- 
ness. A Times reporter, on learning of 
it, called on Eugene Germain, presi- 
dent and largest . stockholder of the 
company, and who at the present time 
is in the city, having lately returned 
here from Zurich, Switzerland, where 
he occupies the position of United 
States Consul. 

On being asked whether the rumor 
was true or not, Mr. Germain replied 
that it was, “The Germain Fruit Com- 
pany,” he said, “will close up its af- 
fairs, but the business, in a divided 
form, will be continued by others. We 
have disposed of our wine business to 
Messrs. Goldsmith Bros., representing 
the Sunset Wine Company in this city. 
My nephew, Edward Germain, who 
has been managing that branch of our 
business, will be associated with Gold- 
smith Bros., so that the connection we 


‘have formed in the wine trade will, in. 


all probability, go on undisturbed. 
Our fruit business will be sold to my 
nephew, Mr. Loeb, who has been con- 
nected with, and interested in, our 
company for’some time past. With 
him will be associated some others who 
are now connected with the company. 

“By this, as you will see,” he added, 

“the existing business relations be- 
tween the house and its patrons will 
remained unchanged, the only essen- 
tial change being a change of owner- 
ship.” 
“What about the seed business of the 
company on Main street?” asked the 
reporter. 
hat e company will retain. It 
will continue to be carried on under 
the management of my son Edmund. 

“No,” he added in reply to a ques- 
tion, “I'am not disposing of the busi- 
ness because it is not satisfactory. 
The business of the house is, on the 
contrary, a most successful one, and 
the affairs of the company are in a 
splendid condition. I am doing 80 be- 
cause the business has grown to such 
large proportions as to require the 
head of it to be permanently here, and 
that I cannot be. I am absent from 
here the greater part of the time, and 
it is impossible for me to give it the 
attention it deserves.” 

“When will the of the two 
departments be made?” 

rhe wine business has already been 
transferred, as I stated, to the Sunset 
Wine Company, and the transfer of 
the fruit department will be made as 
soon as possible, probably by the Ist 
or February.”

I shall, of course, make periodical 
visits to Los Angeles, in order to look 
into my real-estate and other interests 
here; and, when my present consular 
duties in Switzerland are terminated, 
I shall probably leave Zurich and take 
up my residence in some other Euro- 
pean city—one in which I would be bet- 
ter able to introduce Californian and 
other American products, I am satis- 
fied,” he went on, “that there is a large 
business to be done in Europe with 
American fruits and other products, 
and intend devoting a good deal of my 
attention to that in the future. 


A PIONEER GONE. | 


The Community Mourns the Death of 
J. W. Potts 

‘Yesterday morning departed this life, 
J. W. Potts, who has been a prominent 
figure in the history of Los Angeles for 
many years. Mr. Potts came to Cali- 
fornia in the early fifties, and settled 
in El Monte, where he engaged in com- 
mercial business. He removed to Wil- 
mington, where he remained in busi- 
ness during the war, and then came to 
Los Angeles, where he has resided ever 
since. He was a man of undoubted 
courage and integrity, always foremost 
in every charitable work. He truly 
loved his fellowmen, and would divide 
with them under all circumstances to 
the uttermost. He was sometimes ec- 
centric, but always charitable and for- 
giving. 

Mr. Potts was one of the first Protes- 
tants in this county, and gave freely 
toward the upbuilding of the First 
Methodist Church, of which he was a 
member from its organization, It was 
his rule to contribute for the upbuild- 
ing of all churches and for all public 
purposes to the full extent of his abti- 
ity. He inaugurated the improvement 
of the hill property in this city, and did 
many things and paid much money 
credited to other people, Like many of 
the enterprising, active pioneers who 
have given California its wonderful 
history, he had his ups and downs in 
financial matters. He several 
times rich and several times poor, but 
always hopeful and helpful to his fel- 
lowmen. The great monetary depres- 
sion that swept over the country dur- 
ing the past few years greatly crippled 
him, and it was his ardent hope and 
ambition to ride out of the storm and 
regain financial independence for him- 
self and family. 

Mr. Potts leaves a widow, a son and 
three daughters, to whom the commu- 
nity extends deepest sympathy and 
condolence. A good citizen, a loyal 
husband and parept, has gone to his 
reward.

BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 


Ordinance and Franchise for Elec- 
tric Power Company. 


The Board of Supervisors yesterday 
granted to the Kern River and Los An- 
geles Electric Power Company a fran- 
chise to erect, maintain and operate 
lines for the electrical transmission. of 
energy, for a consideration of $25. It 
was also ordered that an ordinance be 
published, granting the electric com- 
pany the right-of-way to erect . their 
lines along the public roads and high-’ 
ways in the county of Los Angeles, and 
permission to construct all buildings 
and appliances necessary to operate the 
lines. Over private property the fran- 
chise is permissive only, provided that 
the lines at ail times shall be con- 


‘Structed, maintained and operated ac- 


cording to the provisions of the ordi- 
nance, and that the company or its 
successors and assigns, shall, after 
twelve years, and for the remaining 
thirty-eight years of the term of this 
franchise, furnish electrical energy to 
the equivalent of fifty horse-power, to 
the county of Los Angeles, free of cost. 
The route over which the right-of-way 


_is granted commences at a point on the 


boundary line between the counties of 
Los Angeles and Kern, where the trans- 
mission lines of the company cross the 


in township 8 north, ranges 


15 and 14 east, San Bernardino base, 
and meridian, thence south by the most 
direct and practicable route to the city. 
limits of Los Angeles. Work upon the 
lines must commence within twelve 
months, and the whole must be com- 
pleted and in operation within thirty- 
six months from February 13, the date 
of the adoption of this ordinance.

sam PASADENA CASES ARE ALL 
MILD. 


The Health Officer Has More Work 
Than He Can Attend To—Ill-kept 


Hospital Much Needed. 


The report made by the chairman of 
the Board of Health to the reporter for 
The Times that the physicians on the 
board had declared the disease which 
has been called scarlet fever in Pasa- 
dena not scarlet fever at all, but scdr- 
latina, was officially denied this after- 
noon by the Health Officer. He said 
that the chairman was under a misap- 
prehension of the meaning of the state- 
ment made, which was that the disease 
was a ‘“‘mild form of scarlet fever.” It 


exactly the same precautions should 
be taken in mild cases of scarlet fever 
as in malignant cases, for whereas one 
child may be only slightly affected by 
the disease, another may take the in- 
fection from him in the most malig- 
nant form, The cases now in town are 
ail progressing finely toward recovery, 
and there have been no new cases. It 
is feared that when the children who 
have been ill with the disease return 
to school, the infection may be carried, 
and the Health Officer desires to urge 
it upon the parents to make the most 
careful disinfection of the premises 
and clothing. 

The Health Officer declares that he 
cannot personally inspect the disinfec- 
tion of houses where there is scarlet 
fever, as there is no ordinance on the 
city books requiring or permitting him 
to do so. The work of the Health Offi- 
cer has grown so rapidly within the 
last year or two that to do it’ well 
would take all the time of a physician. 
The city pays Dr. Rowland but $25 
monthly, and it is not to be supposed 
that he can devote himself entirely to 
the work for that money. Pasadena 
needs more careful inspection, and the 
citizens on every side make such de- 
mands on the officer that he would be 
obliged to put’ in twelve hours a day 


to his notice. Compulsory disinfection 
was one of the matters urged by the 
Shakespeare Society in their petition to 
the Council, but no action has been 
taken by that body, and it is not likely 
that there will be until the citizens 
again make an appeal for protection 
from infectious diseases. No placards 
have been affixed to the houses where 
there is scarlet fever, and no ordinance 
permitting the Health Officer to take 
such action exists. 

Among other matters referring to the 
health of the. community, the Health 
Officer states that there are dairies 
north of town, at Olivewood, on Ellis 
avenue, on Lake avenue and elsewhere 
near the city, which supply the citizens 
with milk, that are a disgrace to any 
civilized community. Three of these 
places have been given three days in 
which to clean.up their premises or be 
tabooed. Citizens are requested by the 
board to make visits of personal in- 
spection to the dairies where they re- 
ceive their supply of milk, and discover 
for themselves the nature of the sur- 
roundings, how the cows are kept in 
corrals that are masses of liquid filth, 
given no dry bedding in any sort of 
weather, and no shelter, and then they 
may judge of the chance they have of 
drinking tuberculous milk, which is 
utterly unfit for human food. 

The need of Pasadena for a hospital 
is another health. matter that must 
soon receive attention. A pitiable case 
was reported to the Health Officer this 
afternoon. A poor consumptive, with- 
out a dollar in his pocket, or a place to 
lay his head, desired to be sent to the 
County Hospital. That institution is 
full to overflowing, and the man could 
not be received there. There is not an 
institution in Pasadena where the pa- 
tient could be cared for. The charity 
which sends thousands of dollars to the 
heathen and to the poor of the large 
cities of the land has no center here 
for local work except the | Y.M.C.A,, 
which is taxed to its utmost limit.

There is no reason that we can 
see why bonds might not be offered in 
sums of $50 and upwards at each con- 
siderable postoffice in the United States 
at a price not below $1.08; that would 
make each $50 bond cost $54, and its 
holder would thereafter draw $1 in gold 
on each such. bond. every six months. 
In the financial troubles of the past two 
years many over-cautious people have 
turned interest-bearing securities into 
gold and have been hoarding it ever 
since. It is to the interest not only of 
the government but of banks and busi- 
ness men to draw this gold from its) 
hiding-place, whence it will get into. 
circulation again. To do this is more 
important than to dispose of gold bonds 
to syndicates which would sell them in 
Europe or to banks which will deplete 
their reserves and cripple business and 
industry. It is not likely that the 
holders of this hoarded gold will gen- 
erally put in bids at Washington for 
bonds that might be beyond their esti- 
mate of values. It is certain that these 
| bonds, after a year or two, will be 
worth much more than they can be got 
for now, but common people ought to 
have the same chance to make that is 
given to the syndicate which will take 
the whole issue at a very low rate.”

WAVE MOTOR. The Times has on 
several occasions referred to experi- 
ments that have been made in this 
part of the State to devise a wave mo- 
One such attempt was made at 
and more recently an- 
other at Redondo.

DISMISSED,

Rumored Change of Receivers of 
Broken Bank. 

SAN DIEGO, Jan, 22.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Word comes here by way 
of Washington that Receiver Pauly of 
the California National Bank has, or is 
about to, resign, and that Receiver 
O’Conor of the Consolidated National 
Bank will continue to settle the affairs 
of the two banks, as these banks have 
been so far liquidated as to make two 
receivers no longer necessary. Mr. 
O’Conor was formerly the law part- 
ner of Comptroller Eckels, and his con- 
duct of the affairs of the Consolidated 
Bank has been such as to win hearty 
commendation from the people inter- 
ested.

At the horticultural convention in 
the Chamber of Commerce Mr. Lancas- 
ter states. that gum disease in trees 
comes from excessive watering. He ad- 
vocated heavy fertilizing as a help in 
preventing the trouble. J. P. Jones 
agreed with Lancaster, and found also 
that the damage in gum disease was 
due to a beetle under the bark, the 
larvae of which bored into the tree. 
Capt. W. 8S. Hinkle said that he treated 
gum disease by slitting the bark with 
a knife from tree limb to the ground. 
Two days after slit was started it was 
opened almost wide enough to admit a 
finger. The cure had been usually 
effective. Trees that were severely dis- 
eased were given additional slits and 
washedsin a solution of carbolic acid 
and neat’s foot oil. W. H. Ferry of 
Lakeside discussed prune culture, ad- 
vocating the planting of prunes in the 
richest of land, as the prune is a rank 
feeder,

Opening Bids for the Water Plant. 
Other News Notes. 


POMONA, Jan. 22.—(Regular Corre. 
spondence.) The meeting of the City 
Trustees of Pomona last evening was 
attended by a very large audience 
that packed the Council chamber. 
The business of the evenig was the 
opening of the bids for the furnishing 


iron pipe, for excavating ditches for 
the same and for lowering and cover- 
ing the pipe. The work and material 
are the main contracts in the con- 
struction of the new system of public 
waterworks here, for which bonds to 
the amount of $195,000 were voted last 
November, It is the biggest contract 
for public work ever considered in Po- 
mona, and naturally every one here is 


‘construction of the pipe, the manner 
of riveting, excavations and filling ex- 
eavations-for laying the pipe, that sev- 
eral columns of The Times would be 
filled by the bids if published in full.

| rate bids, and so much detail as to the 


terial and for the work of laying and 
excavating for the pipe varied from 
$58,000 to $73,000. There are so many 
details about the texture of iron and 
steel called for that ft is difficult to 
state exactly as yet what is the lowest 
bid, but it is thought that the General 
Construction Company of San _ Fran- 
cisco has put in about the lowest bid 
for all that the contract calls for. This 
company has bid $68,000. The Oregon 
Iron and Steel Company bid $45,000 for 
furnishing the material alone. Among 
the local bidders were: Edward Phelan,. 
Hansler Bros., George Royes, Law- 
rence Fleming and Blaton & Woodbine, 
but they bid only for laying the pipe 
and for the trench work. 

J. E. Packard and Philip Stein pre- 
sented a petition that a modification of 
the contract be made so that a cheaper 
grade of piping might be used, and lo- 
calities in the city that are not to be 
provided with water mains and pipes 
might be so provided. Messrs. Pack- 
ard & Means addressed the Trustees 
upon this proposition. 

City Attorneys Bell and Owen gave 
opinions that the issue of the bonds by 
the city for the waterworks might be 
invalidated by any change in the con- 
tract or specifications after the people 
had voted upon the bonds, and cited 
Supreme Court decisions to sustain the 
opinions, the principle being that the 
people of Pomona voted upon certain 
conditions and specifications as pub- 
lished and advertised by the City Trus- 
tees, and any alteration of those terms 
might have defeated the,election of the 
bonds. | 4 

The City Trustees decided to take the 
bids and the petition under advisement 
until next Friday evening, when they 
will meet again, and there will no 
doubt be another large attendance of 
spectators. 

Prof. F. B. Molyneaux reports that 
the average number of pupils now 
daily attending the public schools in 
Pomona is 1136. ‘This is 110 more than 
were in attendance at the schools a 
year ago at this time. The number of 
children in our public schools is grow- 
ing all the time, and the Board of Ed- 
ucation is at its wits’ end to know how 
to provide for the little folks. When 
the two large handsome public school 
buildings in this place were finished 
three years ago, it was supposed that 
accommodation for all the school chil- 
dren for the next ten years had been 
provided; but so fast has the popula- 
tion of this place grown that the 
buildings are already crowded, and out- 
side schoolrooms must be used. When 
Prof. Molyneaux came here in 1889, 
there were 517 children in the Pomona 
schools, now there are 1136. 


VENTURA COUNTY. 


RAIN OF GREAT BENEFIT TO THE 
AGRICULTURISTS. 


Surveyors at Work on the Ojai 
Railroad—Trouble Growing Out 
of the Liquor Ordinances—The 
Cruiser Philadelphia. 


VBNTURA, Jan. 22.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The weather has cleared 
wp and farmers have begun plowing. 
Fruit and stockmen have received the 
greatest amount of benefit from the 
rain, as the drouth was working them 
great injury. A leading fruit-grower 
informed the writer this morning that 
the rain was worth at a low estimate 
$100,000 to the fruit men of this county, 
as the young orchards were beginning 
to suffer for lack of moisture, and 
would, had the rain held off, been de- 
stroyed, as irrigation is not possible 
in ‘the large orchards. The ' Santa 
Clara, Ventura and Sespe rivers show 
no indications of the rain, while the 
creeks are not discolored, which is 
taken as a good sign that the ground 
has taken up all the water that fell. 
Crop prospects are brightening and 
business is generally improving. 

Active work on the proposed stand- 
ard-gauge railroad to connect Ventura 
with Nordhoff began Tuesday morning, 
when Capt. Cross set a crew of survey- 
ors at work checking up the original 
‘survey made four years ago. The re- 
sult of their labors will determine the 
exact route which will be followed 
from the junction of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company’s track along 
the river bank to the Casitas Pass, 
above which point the route has been 
decided upon. The only objection to 
the building of the road comes from 
the silurian element, a few of whom 
remain as relics of the original objec- 
tors to the building of the Santa Bar- 
bara branch, and who have endeavored 
to make sentiment against every pro- 
jected improvement since the forma- 
tion of the county. The subsidy money 
and land has all been guaranteed and 
the building of the road is assured, as 
no secret is made of the fact that the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company is 
the aictive agent behind the scheme. 
The material is purchased and ready 
to ship as soon as needed. The Ojai 
Valley people are working for the 
speedy completion of the road, as it 
means the solution of the transporta- 
tion problem for their fruit and pro- 
duce. A guarantee has been made 
them that through shipments at ter- 
minal point ratescan be made in car. 
lots from points along the line of the 
road when completed, saving them a 
double haul by team and the usual 
handling. 


LIQUOR ORDINANCES. 

The liquor ordinances are becoming 
@ cause of trouble to the authorities. 
The 11 o’clock and Sunday-closing or- 
dinances had become a dead letter in 
the past, and now that the Town Trus- 
tees have started out to enforce them, 
trouble has resulted. Tuesday a Swiss 
saloon-keeper in this city arrested for 
violation of the 11 o’clock ordinance, de- 


manded a jury trial and instructed his | 


attorney to communicate with the Cal- 
ifornia State Protective Association in 
San Francisco. His trial is set for 


Tuesday, January 238. 


At Saticoy there are two saloons, one 
managed by Leon Cerf, and one by 
John Largomarsino. About a week ago 
Largomarsino’s barkeeper was arrested 
for violating the Sunday-closing ordi- 
nance. He secured a postponement to 
afford him time to communicate with 
the Protective Association. 

Attorney W. E. Shepherd of this 
city, acting for the liquor men, advised 
them to report to the liquor associa- 
tion for additional counsel if they con- 
template making a fight against the 
ordinances. The large taxpayers in 
the county as arule are not taking any 
interest in the fight, as the liquor-li- 
cense money is a big item in the tax 


levy. Six hundred dollars in advance 


per annum ~ Saloon the 
county will rule from April 1. 

The present move comes from the 
Law and Order League and the Town 
Council. The new City Marshal and 
night watchman have been instructed 
to enforce the ordinances, and state 
that they will do so no matter who 
the guilty party may be.
